Recently some residents on West 4th 


Avenue asked for a signal light at the in- 
tersection of W. 4th and N. 24th St. I was 
interested in that because there are some 
other places where such lights are needed. 
Just how expensive are signal lights to 
install? 


An actuated traffic signal with all the 


poles and wiring necessary to install at a 
normal intersection would cost about 
$20,000, traffic safety director Guy Rushin 
said. "Actuated" means a signal light that 
is triggered by sensors in the pavement as 
opposed to one that operates on a timer. 


Rushin said that a bare basic signal light 


could be purchased for as low as $6,000. 
Items that add,to the cost include the 
number of light' fixtures that face each 
direction, how they are suspended (either 
on a pole or by a cable stretched across the 
street and whether or not there is a left 
turn lane. 


Several years ago I saw in the paper that 


the attorney general ruled that playing 
bingo for money was illegal. Why then is 
bingo so prevalent in this area? I know of 
four places, Including one in Corsicana, 
where bingo is played for money. 


Section 47.02 of the Texas Penal Code 


states that a person commits a gambling 
offense if he "makes a bet on the partial of 
final result of a game or contest or on the 
performance of a participant in a game or 
contest;" and if he "plays and bets for 
money or any other thing of value at any 
game played with cards, dice or balls." 


But that law also states that a defense 


against the charge can be made if the 
gambling is done at a private place, if no 
person receives any economic benefit 
other than personal winnings (in other- 
words, if the "house" takes no cut), and 
"except for the advantage of skill or luck, 
the risks of losing and the chances of 
winning were the same for all par- 
ticipants." The offense, if proven, is a 
Class C misdemeanor. 


Pat Batchelor, criminal district attorney 


for Navarro County, said that whether or 
not a crime is being committed would 
depend on "how the game is set up." 


I would like to know if people can go to 


Mexico and get a quick divorce and then 
get married while there, if divorce 
proceedings are already underway in 
Navarro County. Would such a divorce and 
marriage be legal? 


Without knowing any of the specific 


details of your case, any legal answer 
must be general, but Navarro Criminal 
District Attorney Pat Batchelor said the 
divorce and marriage would probably be 
legal if all Mexican laws were followed and 
no Texas or federal laws had been 
violated. 


Texas honors the Mexican divorces and 


marriages, Batchelor said, and Mexico 
likewise honors Texas divorces and 
marriages. But the actions could be 
negated if, for example, a man married in 
Mexico while still being married in Texas. 


In a case such as you mentioned, the 


legality would depend on whether or not 
any Texas laws were violated in the. 
process. Your best bet is to check the 
specifics of your inquiry with an attorney, 
because property settlement, 
child 


custody and other specifics will have a 
bearing on the matter. 


What has the audit of Navarro County 


records, created by District Judge Donald 
Nicholson, cost the taxpayers of Navarro 
County? Please include the cost of the 
original audit, the changes the audit firm 
recommended, any equipment purchased 
and other related'costs. 


There has never been an independent 


audit of Navarro County records. The 
plans for such an audit, which were en- 
dorsed by Judge Nicholson, and were the 
subject of citizen petitions, were dropped 
last year.after the county commissioner's 
court decided on a "review" of the county 
records rather than an audit. Judge 
Nicholson has no powers to spend county 
money. 


The initial review, conducted by the 


Dallas auditing firm of Lane Gorman Co., 
was completed on Aug. 6,1974 at a cost of 
$7,500. Following that review, however, 
the company was hired by county com- 
missioners to instigate a new system of 
bookkeeping and several other changes in 
the county's system of record-keeping. 
That work was completed in June of this 
year. 


Total cost to county taxpayers for the 


review, a new computer, labor in in- 
stigating the changes and other related 
expenses: $66,812.32. Money, has been 
budgeted in 1976 for a county audit. 


If prayers are outlawed in public 


schools, why are they allowed prior to 
school-sponsored high school football 
games? 


That question is apparently still up in the 


air, according to a spokesman for the 
Texas Education Agency. L.B.T. Sikes, 
head of administrative services for TEA in 
Austin, said that the question of whether or 
not prayer prior 'to a school-sponsored 
athletic event has never been asked of the 
state attorney general, so far as his office 
could find. Federal law prohibits prayer in 
'public-supported schools. 


"I would assume that such prayer has 


been approved, since it is a part of state 
university and college football games as 
well as high school games," he said. "But 
you can do a lot of things as long as no one 
challenges them," he then further noted. 


Sikes noted that such prayer was usually 


non-demoninational in nature and that the 
question had been asked several tunes in 
the past. But so far as the TEA is con- 
cerned, such prayers are not in conflict 
with the law. 


"I must assume, with so many televised 


college games, that it is permissable," he 
said. "I can't believe that if it weren't

ENNIS — The location and 


purpose of the proposed Italy 
Reservoir dominated the three- 
hour meeting of the Trinity 
River 
Authority's 
Basin 


Planning 
Committee 
here 


Tuesday night. 


A crowd of about 50 persons 


listened as 23 Ellis Countians 
and one man from Dallas of- 
fered their input to the TRA's 
1958 master plan. 


All of the 
Ellis County 


speakers endorsed the plan in 
part, 
but aside 
from 
the 


reservoir 
discussion 
and a 


proposal for a barge turning 
basin at Ennis, most of the 
supporters 
offered 
no 


suggestions for updating the 
plan. 


Waxahachie publisher Don 


Coppedge 
first 
raised 
the 


question about the projected 
reservoir at Italy after first 
endorsing the water supply and 
recreation potential of Ten- 
nessee Colony Lake. 


COPPEDGE, 
noting 
that 


Italy Reservoir is the only 
proposed flood control lake in 
the entire master plan, said that 
a 
single 
purpose 
lake 
is 


unrealistic for these times. 


Coppedge said that the Italy 


Lake is based on a 1954 Corps of 
Engineers study that "I didn't 
think was too brilliant at the 
time," and which has become 
erroneous beyond description in 
the ensuing 20 years. 


During the course of Cop- 


pedge's testimony, and that of 
others concerned with Italy 
Reservoir, 
TRA 
General 


Manager David 
Brune ex- 


plained that new plans for a 
multiple purpose lake on the 
upper reaches of Chambers 
Creek "are on the drawing 
board." 


He explained that this waa- 


necessitated when 1-35 was built 
through the middle 
of the 


proposed lake site. 


The .two 
new. 
proposals 


concern either a lake north of I- 
35 or a lake south of the in- 
terstate. 


COUNTY 
Commissioner 


Locart Rollins and others ad- 
vocated 
the 
northern 
lake 


during testimony because the 
land south of 1-35 is more 
productive farmland. 


But during the question-and- 


answer period several persons 
from Maypearl voiced their 
concern that this northern lake 
would inundate their town. 


When the map showing half of 


Maypearl beneath the lake was 
unveiled, Brune acknowledge 
that the "project will have to be 
designed so you wouldn't wipe 
out Maypearl." 


Coppedge said he was in favor 


of the Italy lake if it were ex- 
panded to include recreation 
and water supply development, 
but he added that he doesn't 
believe there is a real demand 
for that water locally. 


ANN BYERS, representing 


the Italy City Council; Rollins 
and 
C. 
W. 
Wembish, 


representing a levee district on 
Chambers Creek, all took issue 
with this assessment of local 
water needs, Rollins remarking 
that "Italy's out of water right 
now" 
and preparing to "dig 


another well" to reach an ever- 
decreasing water table, 
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manager Jack McKay broached 
the subject about an Ennis 
turning basin for barge traffic 
on the proposed canal, pointing 
out that Ennis has annexed land 
11 miles east of town to the 
Trinity and one mile up and 
down the river from the High- 
way 34 crossing. 


PLANNING 
Committee 


Chairman Guy Jackson III, 
noting that a more northern 
terminal had also been men- 
tioned, remarked that he saw 
the possibility 
of a 
future 


conflict arising over the site of 
the barge turn-around area. 
. .RESPO~NDING~to~" Jackson's 
question about local financing 
for such a project, McKay, also 
a 
director 
of 
the 
Ennis 


Industrial Foundation, assured 
Jackson that the foundation was 
"capable of being in debt for 
whatever's needed" to see such 
a project through. 


"We've got a $13 million lake 


and a $1 million dollar bridge 
only on my say-so", McKay 
said. 


While none of the Ellis County 


speakers opposed the entire 
TRA 
plan, 
Coppedge 
em- 


phasized that he would again 
fight any proposed taxation to 
support the barge canal. 


Also former District Judge A. 


R. Stout, who did not speak, 
opined "We don't want any 
steamboats coming up the 
river" 
just 
prior 
to 
the 


testimony. 


STOUT LEFT the committee 


a written statement. 


Corwin Mendenhall of Dallas, 


a former Anahuac neighbor of 
Jackson, 
criticized 
the 


"business sense and economic 
sense" of the canal. 


Mendenhall said that canal 


supporters include the Corps of 
Engineerswhich ."has _to create 
projects to stay in business;" 
the TRA members, "who no 
doubt envision themselves as 
another 
Tennessee 
Valley 


Authority" the 
"contracting 


fraternity" and politicians. 
, He also challenged Jackson's 
assessment that the canal to 
Liberty has been an economic 
success. 


Mendenhall's comments drew 


protests from several in the 
crowd, 
Ennis 
Industrial 


Foundation 
president 
Bruce 


Brown calling out "We don't 
welcome these people coming in 
from out of the county to our 
meeting." 


Jackson reminded the crowd 


that the board was seeking 
input from everyone in the 
Trinity Basin. 


AFTER the meeting, Brown 


again was critical of outsiders 
speaking at the Ellis County 
meeting, though he added that 
the Ennis Industrial Foundation 
more than welcomes outside 
industries wishing to relocate in 
Ennis — "We'll fight for them." 


Mrs. Lillie Crowley, who 


recently 
moved here 
from 


•Dallas, told the board that prior 
to any future bond elections or 
proposed taxes, the TRA should 
make clear the impact on the 
individual of such measures. 


She joined Mrs. Byers and 


Jackson, himself, in criticizing 
the handling of the 1973 election, 
and also asked that some 
measures be taken to identify 
land owners and speculators 
along the river. 


JACKSON said he, too, is 


interested 
to know who is 


speculating with such property, 
but added "I don't know who 
has to answer to whom." 


When some members, of the 


crowd told Mrs. Crowley that 
there had been no speculating 
along the river in Ellis County, 
she countered that she was just 
wanting to know, as are a lot of 
people, who owns the land and. 
who stands to profit from river 
development. 


Jackson did comment that "if 


I have anything to say about it" 
the TRA will buy up to 200 feet

back from the shoreline of 
Tennessee Colony and "It will 
be a cold day in Hades" before 
speculators treat that lake like 
they have so many others.

City studies 
bus system

The first step toward a city 


bus 
system 
and 
the 


authorization of a new cab 
company for Corsicana were 
among the actions taken last 
night by City Commissioners. 


Commissioners R.A. Armi- 


stead, 
Wayne Norris 
and 


Mayor Sue Youngblood voted 
unanimously to authorize City 
Mgr. 
Dick Ballenger to seek 


bids on a preliminary study to 
establish the need for a city- 
wide 
public 
transportation 


system for Corsicana. 


That, Mayor Youngblood told 


commissioners, was the first 
step that had to be taken if 
government funds were to be 
sought to finance such a system. 
The 
involved 
process 
of 


establishing 
such a system 


includes obtaining a permit 
from 
the 
State 
Railroad 


Commission and providing the 
government with the results of a 
feasibility study. 


THE ITEM, WHICH received 


unanimous approval 
of the 


commissioners in attendance, 
was placed on the agenda at the 
request of Mayor Youngblood. 
She noted that she had received 
several 
endorsements 
from 


citizens of such a system and 
that a letter of intent showing 
that the city is investigating the 
possibilities of a bus system had 
to be filed with the Railroad 
Commission in Austin before 
Oct. 15th to qualify for funding. 


Also receiving unanimous 


approval was a request from 
Charles Cornice for a local taxi 
franchise. Cornice told com- 
missioners he would operate 
five taxi cabs for a minimum of 
five years and had already 
received confirmation of his 
insurance on the company. To 
be known as Charlie's Cab Co., 
the business will operate from 
headquarters in the 800 block of 
East 3rd Ave. 


Speaking in endorsement of 


the company was former city 
commissioner Bob Scott, who 
said the business was a needed 
and welcome new service which 


Auto insurance 
to climb here 


Automobile insurance rates in 


Texas and the Golden Circle 
will increase by some 17 per 
cent if the State Insurance 
Board accepts the recom- 
mendations of its actuaries. 


The recommendations were 


made to the board yesterday, 
and are far below the 24.9 per 
cent increases requested by 
state insurance companies. 


Board Actuary Gaylon Daniel 


said Navarro, Henderson, Hill, 
Limestone 
and 
Freestone 


counties are all in district 18, 
and will receive the same in- 
creases. Ellis County is in 
district 31, where the increase 
will be slightly higher, although 
the premiums are slightly 
slower. 


Daniel only had figures 


available on two categories, 
although 18 categories are used 
by the companies, he said. For 
drivers in the 1-B category, 
which is a new, medium sized 
car, with no one under 25 or over 
65 driving, the increases in 
premiums will amount to $20 
per year. 


Broken down, bodily injury 


and property damage will in- 
crease $8 to $61, full coverage 
comprehensive will increase $3 
to $47 and 
$100 deductible 


collision will increase $9 to $89. 
The total yearly premium will 
be $197. Increases 
in Ellis 


County will be similar, with the 
total premium increasing $11 to 
$194. 


In the 2-C-l category, which is 


a new, medium sized car with a 
male operator under 21 years 
old, bodily injury and property 
damage will increase $31 to 
$169, 
comprehensive will in- 


crease $3 to $47 and $100 
deductible will increase $29 to 
$288. The total premium will be 
$504, an increase of $63. Ellis 
County will again be similar, 
with a total increase of $68, 
bringing the premium to $495. 


Daniel pointed out that some 


insurance 
companies 
may 


slightly deviate from these 
figures. Also, many 1974 model 
cars and all 1975 model cars 
have a 10 per cent reduction in 
collision premiums because of 
improved bumpers, he said. 


The Insurance Board is 


shooting for a decision on the 
proposed increases by Oct. 15, 
and should the board accept the 
increases, they could be in 
effect by Dec. 15, he said. 


However, premiums will not 


be pro-rated for the increases 
after Dec. 15. 


would especially benefit the 
black community.

Also passed was an amend- 


ment to the Zoning Ordinance 
that would allow a specific use 
permit for a mobile home to be 
located in the 700 block of E. 
16th Ave. by A.C. Conley. 


Commissioners voted unani- 


mously 
to 
upgrade 
the 


city's retirement system after 
being told that 101 employes 
voted in favor of such a move 
while 28 voted against it. that 
action, effective January, 1976, 
will require an ordinance to be 
presented at the next meeting. 


A REQUEST THAT a tract of 


land be exempted from city 
taxes owned by the Corsicana 
Industrial 
Foundation 
but 


currently being used by the city 
as a landfill, was rejected by 
commissioners 
because they 


felt it would establish a bad 
precedent. 


Ballenger noted that both the 


city 
and 
the 
Foundation 


benefited by the land's use as a 
landfill, but if the foundation 
felt they should be paid by the 
city then the way to do that was 
by reciprocal sei.kis rather 
than tax exemption. 


The Foundation paid $344 in 


city taxes on the land this year 
and was assessed the same 
amount for the property in 1976. 


"This land has 
been 
a 


blessing to the city," Ballenger 
noted, "but it has also benefited 
the Foundation. I would not 
recommend the waiving of any 
city taxes on the basis of 
precedent."

in 


executive session for about half 
an hour at the request, of

An emotional plea for a traffic 


light at West 4th Avenue and 
24th Street was heard for a 
second time by City Com- 
missioners last night, but the 
city 
decided 
against 
any 


changes at the intersection 
after receiving an engineering 
study of the site. 


Several residents who at the 


last commission meeting had 
asked commissioners to install 
a traffic signal at the in- 
tersection returned again with 
their request last night. 


Basing that request on what 


one resident termed "a deadly 
situation," three citizens asked 
commissioners again for the 
light. 


BUT A TRAFFIC study, done 


. by a Houston engineering firm, 
not only indicated that the 
signal was not needed, but also 
recommended that the present 
four-way stop be reduced to a 
two-way stop on 4th Ave. only. 


Mayor 
Sue 
Youngblood 


presented a copy of that six- 
page 
study 
to 
Harold 


Blankinship, who spoke first in 
favor of the signalization. 


Blankinship, 
however, 


questioned the validity of the 
study because of the way it was 
conducted. 


"I saw three people sitting 


under some shade trees about a 
half block away from the in- 
tersection," Blankenship said. 
"There were two or three cars 
parked between them and the 
intersection and I don't see how 
they could see the intersection 
to count the cars." 


THAT SURVEY BASED its 


recommendations on a study of 
the volume of traffic on both 
streets, the type and frequency 
of accidents at the intersection, 


and the likelihood that any 
traffic control changes would 
improve 
those 
statistics. 


Among other things, the study 
noted that only one accident 
caused by the disregard of a 
stop sign occurred at that site 
during the past year. 


Blankinship said he knew of 


one woman that had been hit by 
a car at the intersection since 
the 
last 
city 
commission 


meeting, when the matter first 
came up, and of two reports of 
people running the stop signs 
that had been telephoned to 


police after that accident. 


A woman who did not identify 


herself to the meeting said she 
considered the study to be in- 
valid because it did not take into 
account the fact that people 
were 
speeding 
down 
both 


streets. 


But one man went even 


further, threatening to sue the 
city from his grave if he was hit 
by a car at the intersection. 


"WE'RE ASKING YOU to do 


something about this and if you 
don't, and I'm the one that gets 
hit and killed at that in-

LLANO, Tex. (AP) - "She 


has charity and compassion for 
poor people and that is why she 
had time to establish a friend- 
ship with a poor parish priest 
in the heart of Texas," says 
Father Anthony Goossens, of 
the woman whose generosity 
may mean a new church in his 
parish. 


The woman is movie actress 


Sophia Loren who became ac- 
quainted with the 61-year-old 
Catholic priest through a series 
of circumstanes involving the 
priest's work visiting the sick 
and Miss Loren's help to a 
heart patient. 


As a result, Miss Loren 


recently sent to Father Goos- 
sens one of her rings -a harem 
ring topped with rubies- to 
auction them off and collect 
money for the rebuilding of the 


old Holy Trinity mission church 
at Llano. 


A harem ring is a cluster of 


rings worn as one ring. Legend 
has it that the number of rings 
a sultan wore represented the 
number of wives he had. 


"I really do not know how 


much the rings are worth," Fa- 
ther Goossens said in a tele- 
phone interview Tuesday from 
his parish church in nearby 
Mason. "The real value of the 
rings is that they come from 
her ... but, of course, she 
doesn't buy jewelry at a dime 
store." 


Father Goossens, an Oblate 


missionary, said his friendship 
with Miss Loren .dates back ten 
years when he was in Houston 
and was visiting patients at 
Houston hospitals. One of them, 


SOPHIA LOREN 


from France whose trip to 


he exolained. was a woman 
Houston had been oaid bv Miss 


Loren. After talking to the 
woman he wrote to Miss Loren 
to tell her of the satisfactory 
results of the operation. 


That, he said, started the 


friendship. "She wrote back to 
thank me and then I wrote 
back and told her about our 
work." 


During one of his trips to his 


homeland, 
Holland, Father 


Goossens visited Miss Loren 
near Rome. He saw her again 
last December. 


"It was then that I told her 


about the missions and men- 
tioned casually that we were 
trying to raise money. I sug- 
gested she give something of 
her own and she asked me 
what that could be." 


After I returned to Texas, I 


wrote to her suggesting she do- 
nate a ring. She sent the rings 


saying she had used them in a 
picture very dear to her. She 
said: 'I hope your auction is a 
smashing success. Please keep 
me in your prayers'." 


Fathers Goossens' parish cov- 


ers 
3,000 square miles of 


sparsely populated Texas Hill 
Country just west of Austin 
with only about 350 Catholic 
families, many of them Mexi- 
can-American. 


"It is a poor parish," said 


Father Goossens who drives 
around the parish in an old 
Volkswagen. About 40 families 
attend the Holy Trinity mission 
church in Llano. 


"I gave them (the parish- 


ioners) the good news last 
week," he said. "They all want 
to write to Miss Loren and 
thank her." 


Father Goossens still does no 


know how he is going to auctio 
off the rings. "I have had call 
from around the country from 
people who want to buy them 
We are going to have to go ou 
of the parish, or the state, t 
get enough money to rebuilt 
the church." 


Miss Loren is expected to ar- 


rive in Dallas later this week 
for a movie premiere. And the 
old priest and the movie star 
may get a chance to renew 
their friendship. 


"Deep in her heart, Miss Lo- 


ren is a beautiful person," Fa- 
ther Goossens said. "She is 
warm-hearted. It may sound 
strange, but she gives the im 
pression of being a shy or 
humble person."

NEW YORK (AF*) - The 


question that arises immediate- 
ly in connection with President 
Ford's proposed $28 billion tax 
cut is whether it is feasible, 
economically or politically. 


Nearly 
three-quarters 
of 


budget expenditures are what 
has come to be termed uncon- 
trollable. That is, because of 
laws and actions made in prior 
years, like it or not, the govern- 
ment is committed to spend 
those funds. 


If, as the President said, 


Is President Ford's tax cut really feasible? 


spending seems headed toward 
$423 billion next year, a $28 bil- 
lion cut would amount to a re- 
duction of between 6 and 7 per 
cent, not merely of the one- 
quarter of the budget under 
control, but of the total budget. 


Whether such an accom: 


plishment is possible, especially 
in a politically volatile election 
year, is debatable at best. Rep. 
Brock Adams, D-Wash, chair- 
man of the House Budget Com- 
mittee, immediately called it 
unrealistic. 


What are 
these 
"uncon- 


trollables" that leave the Presi- 
dent and Congress so few op- 
tions in changing the course of 
federal spending? The biggest 
by far are expenditures for So- 
cial Security and railroad re- 
tirement, accounting for rough- 
ly one-third. 


Smaller in percentage, but so 


numerous as to underscore the 
point, are a basketful of other 
expenditures, including unem- 
ployment assistance, veterans 
benefits, medicare and medi- 


caid, housing aid, revenue shar- 
ing. 


Of growing importance is in- 


terest on the national debt, 
which amounted to "only" $10.3 
billion as recently as fiscal 1967 
but which had risen to $22 bil- 
lion in fiscal 1975, the result of 
more borrowing and higher in- 
terest rates. 


The President's hope that 


both taxes and government ex- 
penditures can be cut simulta- 
neously is consistent with the 
economic and political philoso; 


phy he has espoused since he 
took office — and before. 


In his view, a growing feder- 


al establishments threatens to 
drain away the prosperity and 
vitality of America, "as one big 
spending program after another 
has been piled on the federal 
pyramid ..." 


The 
bureaucratic 
super- 


structure, he maintains, is 
"taking a larger share of your 
personal income and creating 
record budget deficits and in- 
flation," while at the same 
time "trying to run too much of 
your daily life." 


This is a very basic dispute 


that underlies almost every po- 
litical and economic argument 
in the country today, and it has 
long been so. It is in the sub- 
stratum 
of the 
American 


psyche, sometimes quiescent, 
sometimes boiling. 


The President, it now seems, 


believes 
the 
underground 


rumblings must be quieted or 
the pyramid, like a volcano, 
might blow its head. It seems 
to be his hope that he can seal 
it off before that happens. 


However, a look at some 


comparative statistics suggest 
the situation might not exist or 
be resolved at the federal level 
alone. The biggest percentage 
increases in government spend- 
ing in recent years have been 
at city and state levels. 


Part of this might be due to 


increases 
in revenue 
dis- 


tribution, or aid from federal 
government receipts, but not 
entirely. 


The Tax Foundation, which 


describes itself as a nonparti- 
san, nonprofit research and 
educational organization, shows 
that in recent years per capita 


Federal expenditures have fall- 
en slightly in percentage while 
state spending has tended high- 
er. 


In almost any statistical 


breakdown of governmental 
spending, whether at local, 
state or federal level, the fact 
that steps out of the number in 
bold relief is that debt is rising 
at all levels of government. 


This suggests, of course, that 


Americans seem to be ex- 
pecting more from their gov- 
ernments than they are willing 
or able to pay for. No problem 
seems too big to be overcome, 
but the expense seems to be. 


Turning back the growing de- 


mand for governmental serv- 
ices will be difficult, politically 
and economically, because it 
pits two basic but opposing 
American views about govern- 
ment that have existed since 


the Revolution. 


Ford seems to be attacking 


not just the amount of federal 
spending and the spread of fed- 
eral control, but a notion he 
fears might also become in- 
grained in the American spirit 
- that bills are indefinitely 
postponeable, and that mean- 
while you can get something 
for nothing.

HARLINGEN, Tex. (AP) - 


It is, at first, a smudge on the 
cloud banks. But it grows—low 
on the horizon—accompanied 
by a faint drone. 


The speck becomes more dis- 


tinct, the drone more throbb- 
ing, huskier, and then, there it 
is—a B17 Flying Fortress. 


The lumbering old bird's 


wheels touches the runway with 
a squawl and a puff of smoke. 
She taxies onto the flight line, 
spins slowly on her tail wheel- 
four great propellers pounding 
the air, fueling a hurricane of 
oily wind. 


Those standing behind the 


olive-drab bomber turn their 
faces away from the propwash. 
High grass trembles and bows 
in the onslaught. 


There is a last surge from 


the engines. 


Then silence, and perhaps 


memories of airfields 30 years 
ago in Coventry. Rangoon. Fog- 
gia. 


The Confederate Air Force 


relives some of that past here 
at its 12th annual air show be- 
ginning Thursday. Scores of 
World War II bombers and 
fighters will participate in what 
CAF spokesman Glenn Burcot 
calls "a blockbuster event. 
We're trying to outdo ourselves 
this year." 


Former World War II pilots 


and other pilots from all across 
America will be participating 
in the show, expanded this year 
from its normal one-day affair 
to four full days of aerobatics, 
static displays, mock aerial 
battles, parachutists and other 
events. 


The CAF always ends its pro- 


grams with a "missing man" 
flight—an aerial formation in 
which one slot is vacant. 


"We always do this as an 


honor to all men who died in 
air combat. But this year it 


takes on special significance 
because of Dick Disney and the 
others," Burcot says. 


Burcot was referring to Aug. 


18 when a rare PBY-6A "Flying 
Boat" crashed on takeoff from 
the field here. 


Disney, 61, a longtime mem- 


ber of the CAF, and three other 
CAF men were killed: C.A. 
Skiles, 58, of Houston; Bill Tol- 
er, 47, of Tomball, Tex., and 
Dennis 
Lawrence, 
25, 
of 


Brownsville. 


"We really don't know what 


happened. The starboard en- 
gine quit on takeoff and they 


went in. We don't know yet why 
the engine failed," Burcot said. 


The crash was only the sec- 


ond in CAF ranks since the 
group 
of 
aircraft pre- 


servationists was established in 
the 1950s. 


How does it affect men who 


fly the restored WWII air- 
planes? 


"It's amazing," Burcot said. 


"It doesn't really shake the pi- 
lots. 


"It shakes the wives but I 


think 
most 
pilots 
accept 


crashes...death...as just part 
of the risks of the job. It's like 


race car driving or anything 
else. You never think it's going 
to happen to you." 


Fighters and bombers of ev- 


ery 
description—painted 
in 


their wartime markings and 
colors—will be in the air Thurs- 
day through Sunday, diving and 
darting in hair-raising demon- 
strations. 


Private memorial services 


were scheduled Wednesday 
afternoon for the four dead 
CAF men during a general 
membership meeting of the 
CAF's some 1,100 members 
from around the world. 


"We'll induct 150 new mem- 


bers during the air show," Bur- 
cot said, adding that Gene Cer- 
nan, last astronaut to walk on 
the moon, will be brought into 
CAF ranks. 


"Gene will be our banquet 


speaker," Burcot added. 


Besides an astronaut, the 


CAF has members like bank 
presidents and salesmen—"the 
whole spectrum," said Burcot. 


About 10 per cent of the 


members were qualified to fly 
the "hot" vintage combat air- 
craft, others fly less sophis- 
ticated aircraft in their spare 


time and some, like Burcot, are 
on the sidelines, interested in 
the CAF not because of a love 
or need of flying but because of 
a motivation to see history pre- 
served. 


The victims of the fatal crash 


were in aviation for a living. 
Disney owned a flight service, 
Skiles was a retired com- 
mercial airline pilot, Toler op- 
erated a small airport and 
Lawrence was an aircraft me- 
chanic. 


To all, the CAF is an avoca- 


tion or hobby. 


Among the planes on hand 


for the four days of air action 
will be these famed WW II ma- 
chines from several nations: 
Republic P47 "Thunderbolt"; 
Lockheed P38 
"Lightning"; 


North American B25 "Mit- 
chell"; 
Boeing B29 "Super- 


fortress"; Consolidated Vultee 
B24 "Liberator"; British Super- 
marine Spitfires; German Mes- 
serschmidt ME109s; Curtis P40 
"Warhawk"; Grumman F4U 
Corsair, F6F "Hellcat" and 
F8F "Bearcat"; and several 
North American T6 "Texan" 
trainers. 


"We have at least 22 P51s 


which will be coming in for the 
show," Burcot added, "along 
with a German Junkers JU52." 


Burcot said aviation author 


Martin Ceiden, who owns the 
German plane, believes Adolf 
Hitler once flew in it. 


The CAF is a nonprofit group 


which has spent a small fortune 
acquiring and restoring WWII 
combat aircraft for posterity. 


Its name and "Rebel" the9e 


were a reaction to the U.S. gov- 
ernment's scrapping most of 
the planes and, according to 
some, making their acquisition 
by the public so difficult.

HOUSTON (AP) - Former 


California Gov. Ronald Reagan 
says he might accept the Re- 
publican vice presidential nomi- 
nation under certain circum- 
stances but he is not seeking the 
number two position. 


"It would have to be under the 


most extreme circumstances of 
that kind, such as if there was 
no other man in the world," 
Regan said Tuesday. 


"I don't think anyone can put 


himself in a position where if 
there was a service or duty he 
could perform that was essen- 
tial that he would refuse that 
duty." 


Reagan appeared at a news 


conference prior to a speech at 
a building fund campaign kick- 
off for a Houston hospital. 


Reagan said he will make a 


decision sometime next month 
whether to challenge President 
Ford for the Republican pre- 
sidential nomination In 1976.

Eleven-year-old Stefan Redd 


— known on the street as "Stin- 
ky" — died July 31 when 12- 
year-old Hinton Stith — known 
on the street as "Joe Frazier" 
— stabbed him in the heart. 


They had a grudge and 


squared off in the black brick 
street. 


It was a hot 'summer day. A 


kid fight, a fist fight. It hap- 
pens all the time. 


This time, it was a cock 


fight. 


Their parents cheered. 


'In this place you 


either win or 


you're out. You're 
a man or a punk. 


It's kill or be 


killed.' 


Hinton was losing. He ran 


into a market, grabbed a knife 
and ran back. 


Stefan died on a streetcorner, 


with a soft cry: "Mama, I'm 
hurt." 


Because of that fight, three 


parents are in jail. Stefan's 
mother and stepfather, Ella 
and 
Robert 
Newton, 
are 


charged with child abuse. Hin- 
ton's mother, Polly Stith, is 
charged with murder, a sort of 
murder by proxy, using her 
child as a weapon. She never 
touched the knife. 


Prosecutors say it is the first 


time in Baltimore that a parent 
has been charged with murder 
in connection with a child's act. 


"We've got to keep up with 


these kids and the rate of juve- 
nile crime," says E. Nicholson 
Gault, chief juvenile prose- 
cutor. "We are going to involve 
parents in cases where we feel 
we can hold them criminally 
responsible." 


"I thought if they fought it 


out fair, the best man would 
win," 
said Mrs. Newton, 33, 


unemployed and a mother of 
six. 


"My son didn't kill that boy," 


said Mrs. Stith, 46, unemployed 
and a mother of three. "He put 
a knife in him, but his mother 
and stepfather killed him. They 
forced him to fight." 


Hinton Stith was charged 


with murder, found delinquent 
and sent to a reformatory in a 
cottage setting. 


"I meant to stab him in the 


arm. I didn't mean to stab him 
nowhere else," Hinton said 
tearfully in court. 


Stefan Redd was buried in an 


unmarked grave on a green 
hillside, far from the streets he 
knew all his life. 


"It was a. great sadness," 


said the Rev. W.S. Chambers at 
the funeral. "He was a young 
man not yet hardened by sin." 


Two months before his death, 


Stefan had been ordered re- 
moved from what a court 
called an unfit home. He had 
been arrested for stealing $1 
from a parking lot cash box. 


He was still living at home 


when he died. 


"It was like a cock fight, like 


chickens fighting," said Wil- 
liam McKisson, owner of a 
sandwich shop, who saw Stefan 
die at his front door. 


"It was an ego trip for the 


parents," he said. "They were

to blame. They were jumping 
up and down and laughing like 
at a wrestling match." 


"Stefan Redd and Hinton 


Stith are victims," said Bar- 
bara Daly, head of the state's 
attorney's juvenile division. "It 
could have been two other kids 
who grow up fighting. 


"Maybe because Stefan Redd 


died, people will realize they 
must pay attention to these 
children. Because Stefan died, 
maybe in 10 years some other 
kid won't be killed on the 
streets." 


Maybe, she added, because 


Hinton Stith killed a boy, he 
will get a chance "because he's 
away from those streets and 
now somebody will give a 
damn." 


The death of Stefan Redd was 


an ugly twist to the American 
idea of the fair fight, the 
wisdom that the best man wins. 


But youthful violence is no • 


stranger to Baltimore or the 
rest of America. In Baltimore 
from January to June 1975 
there were 11,683 arrests for 
major crimes. Juveniles ac- 
counted for 50.7 per cent of 
those arrests. In that period, 
there were 231 arrests for mur- 
der, including 48 juveniles or 
20.8 per cent. 


According to the latest avail- 


able FBI figures, in 1973 per- 
sons under 18 committed 11.2 
per cent of all murders and 35.3 
per cent of all robberies in the 
nation. From 1960 to 1973, the 
number of juveniles arrested 
for murder increased 255 per 
cent. 


What ended as murder began 


as a grudge between Hinton 
Stith and Stefan Redd. It 
spread to their parents. 


Nobody knows why the kids 


feuded. 
Some said 
Hinton 


picked on Stefan, that they be- 
longed to rival thief packs. 
Some said they just scrapped a 
lot, and Stefan lost the last 
round. 


Most people said it was "just 


kids." 


Stefan

This is the section of Forrest Street, in Baltimore's Lafayette Courts 
housing project, where 11-year-old Stefan Redd died last July. Police call 
the project a hotbed of crime. It's poor, crowded and black. And it's tough 
on kids, especially in summer. 


Courts housing project — a 
1950s jumble of brick and cage- 
like fencing that police call a 
hotbed of crime. 


It's poor, crowded and black. 
Their families were unem- 


ployed and living on welfare. 


Hinton's father, Hinton Sr., 


50, is in jail awaiting trial on a 
charge of fatally stabbing his 
wife's boyfriend. Young Hinton 
was a witness. 


Stefan's 20-year-old brother is 


serving a prison term for a fa- 
tal shooting. 


Hinton is a small, handsome 


boy, muscular, tough and im- 
pish. He was called "Joe Fra- 
zier" and "James Brown." He 
was a shadow boxer, a bluste- 
rer, a petty thief. 


He is very bright but reads 


poorly and was almost never in 
school. 


He had no police record and 


didn't get into serious trouble. 
But he had the reputation of 
being able to handle himself 
and wouldn't walk away from a 
fight. 


Police summed up his inter- 


ests in one word: "survival." 


Kids teased him about his 


tattered clothes and said he 
didn't wash. 


A shopowner described him 


as "a nice boy who felt nobody 
was on his side." 


Hinton had a way of soothing 


his little mentally retarded 
brother with a whisper or a 
hand on his cheek. 


His father said in a jail inter- 


view: "My son is better off in 
jail than he was before." He 
slumped wearily, mumbled and 
blamed his wife for the stabb- 
ing. 


"If your mother told you to 


fight, and you knew you'd get 
beaten at home if you didn't, 
you'd fight, too," he said. 


Mrs. Stith refused comment, 


but she said earlier: 


"It's tough to raise a child in 


the projects, especially in sum- 
mer. There are long days and 
it's hot and it's wet. All the 
kids have some mischief doing. 
It's best to send your kids away 
for the summer." 


Stefan Redd was a big boy, a 


little rowdy, loudmouthed, slow- 
witted. He was in a class for 
educable mentally 
retarded 


children. Other kids called him 
crazy. 


His teacher said he wasn't re- 


tarded and his principal called 
him "a fine young man, not a 
behavior problem." 


Stefan's family once placed 


him in a mental institution. His 
mother said she nicknamed 
him "Stinky" because he was 


Tax cut plan is criticized 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Pres- 


ident Ford, having urged a new 
tax-cut plan tied to curbs in 
federal spending, rejected a 
Republican governor's request 
for more federal funds and gave 
him a blunt lecture on balanced 
budgets. 


Ford, who announced plans 


earlier this week for what he 
said was "the biggest single tax 
cut in our history," met 
Tuesday with seven Appala- 
chian state governors in Knox- 
ville, Tenn., and immediately 
was confronted with a plea for 
funds. 


West Virginia Gov. Arch 


Moore told Ford more federal 
money is needed to keep Ap- 
palachian highway projects on 
schedule. Ford wryly recalled 
that most of the governors in the 
room had agreed with a 
Southern Governors Conference 
resolution calling for a con- 
stitutional amendment requir- 
ing balanced federal budgets. 


Ford said, "Fellows, we can't 


have it both ways." 


He said the government faces 


federal deficits in the current 
fiscal year of up to $70 billion, 
adding, "If you have back-to- 
back deficits of $70 billion, 
you're going to have more and 
more and more troubles in try- 
ing to finance your own state 
and municipal governments." 


As the President was touting 


his new tax cut and spending 
curb proposal, his proposal was 
meeting with dour comments 
from Congress. 


House Ways and Means Com- 


mittee Chairman Al Ullman, D- 
Ore., called Ford's plan "an 
impossible one." 


A Ways and Means subcom- 


mittee chairman, Rep. Charles 
A. Vanik, D-Ohio, criticized 
Ford's proposals to reduce cor- 
porate taxes, and released fig- 
ures showing that 142 major 
corporations paid less than half 
the standard corporate tax rate 
of 48 per cent last year. Vanik 
said eight companies paid no 
taxes while 18 others paid at a 
rate of 10 per cent or less. 


Ford proposed enactment of 


$28 billion in permanent tax cuts 
for 1976 if Congress will agree to 
an identical cut in federal 
spending. He would require 
establishment of a $395 billion 
spending ceiling for the fiscal 
year beginning next Oct. 1. 


Under Ford's $28-billion tax- 


cut plan, individual taxpayers 
would receive about $2.6 billion 
more in tax reductions in 1976 
than they did in 1975. White 
House tax tables show that if the 
plan is enacted, a family of four 
witli an income of $15,000 would 
pay $287 less in 1976 taxes than 
it will this year. A family of four 
with a $20,000 income would pay 
$310 less in 1976 than in 1975. 


The tables show that a single 


person with a $10,000 income 
would pay $249 less and a single 
person earning $20,000 would 
pay $264 less.

of bills to revise tax laws, in- 
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hard to toilet train. 


Police said Stefan and a 


young brother got into a lot of 
fights. He was a parking meter 
bandit and his stepfather, Bob 
Newton, says he spent the mon- 
ey at a penny arcade. 


"People mistook his sweet- 


ness for weakness," Newton 
said in a jail interview. "He 
•used to bring his mama ash- 
trays he made in school, and 
keyrings with plastic hearts. 


"It's 
hard to raise kids 


here," said Newton, a laborer. 
"There are stumbling blocks all 
the time — work, money and 
people who don't want you to 
get ahead. 


"It's frustrating. Things build 


up inside you. We were going to 
move away." 


Stefan's mother refused com- 


ment. 


On May 20, a juvenile court 


ordered Stefan removed from 
his home, saying conditions 
were unfit for raising a child. 


State officials said they wait- 


ed because Stefan needed more 
evaluation and they didn't think 
it was an emergency. 


The parents are in jail in lieu 


of $10,000 bail and are expected 
to stand trial in Noyember or 
December. 


Were it not for their parents, 


the fight between Stefan and 
Hinton would have been com- 
monplace. 


"This happens all the time, 


this fighting," said Rudi Smith, 
a witness who cleans a public 
toilet. "It was an accident that 
somebody got killed." 


Smith, 31, a singer with a 


crippled right arm, said the 
area is so dangerous that he 
carries a baseball bat and takes 
his paycheck home at lunch 
because he's afraid of being 
robbed. 


"In this place you either win 


•or you're out. You're a man or a 
punk. It's kill or be killed. It's a 
battlefield, a war zone," he 
said, sitting in a doorway and 
sipping at a bottle. 


' 'This was a basic street fight. 


It was just kids," said police 
Del. Leonard Willis, a black 
officer who knows the neigh- 
borhood. "Fights in poor neigh- 
borhoods, in the black com- 
munity, are a form of learning, 
of survival. Often parents don't 
break it up. Many don't see 
fighting as a bad thing."
